Selectmen block

‘The Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
has asked Town Counsel Alan Altman 
to stop the publication of a report that 
the board considers libelous. 

The report is the work of an M.LT. 
graduate student, Ilene G. Greenburg, 
a student in the Laboratory of 
Architecture and Planning. It is 
titled: The Massachusetts Growth 
Policy Development Act: Barriers To 
Public Learning 

The report was issued only in draft 
form, and the selectmen instructed 
Altman to write a letter to Greenburg 
before the Thursday date given as the 
printing deadline. 

Based on observations of the Local 
Growth Policy Committee, the report 
was supposed to study the planning 
process in Wilmington. More than 
that, though, it went into personalities 
of the people encountered in the 
research. 


Selectman (then chairman) Dan 


of report 


Gillis established the committee un- 
der a mandate of the legislature. The 
committee included representatives 
of various boards in town, and was 
chaired by Bill Hooper of the Planning 
Board 

Hooper wrote a letter to Green- 
burg's professor, Prof. Lawrence 
Susskind, stating his objections to the 
report 

Gillis said that if the report should 
be published, he would sue. He called 
it totally irresponsible 

Other merhbers of the Board of 
Selectmen had not read the report, as 
only the draft copy was available 

In the Monday night Selectmen's 
meeting, Town Manager Sterling 
Morris was asked his opinion on the 
report 

It really wasn't based on the plan- 
ning process,” Morris said. Morris 
said that the report was prepared at 
no cost to the town. 


‘Solar Sam’ keeps 
Ramsdell in hot water 


Solar energy is a topic which hasex- 
cited a few le in. these times. 
higir energy poke Ram: 
is one of the few who have kone send 
and made something of it: 

Working with materials he gathered 
from here and there, he has assembl- 
ed a solar hot water unit that has 
reduced his summertime hot water 
cost by more than 50% 

The unit is really quite simple. The 
total expenditure for parts was about 
$160. 

“There are a lot more elaborate 
systems,’’ Ramsdell said, “but this 
one is quite efficient.”” 

The water can come out of the 
faucet hot enough to scald, if it isn’t 
mixed with cold water. The secret, 
says Ramséell, is insulation 

The water is heated in a frame with 
three storm windows over a black 
field with copper pipes crossing it. 
The pipes are all painted black for 
maximum heat absorbtion. The unit 
is set on stakes, and tilted slightly, for 
better exposure 

The water is taken into the house in 
insulated pipes and stored in a 30- 
gallon tank in a space that was once a 
closet. Wrapped in insulation, the 
tank has a smiling sun drawn on it 
with the name ‘Solar Sam." 

In the basement, Ramsdell has a set 
of valves, hand operated, to regulate 
his hot water. There are times when 
he still uses his oil-fired hot water 
theater, such as on a Saturday mor- 
ning. With everyone in the house tak- 
ing a shower, the solar system needs a 
bit of help from the oil heater. The 
solar system reaches its peak ef- 
ficiency about 2 p.m. Prior to that, 
the effect of the night coolness is a 
factor that must be overcome. From 
2 p.m. until well into the night, there 
is plenty of hot water. 

The system is supplying hot water 
for six people, who Ramsdell figures 
use an average of ten gallons each 
His cost last year for heating that 
much water was $1.85 per day. This 
year it is $.85. 

The side yard of the Wildwood 
Street home is quite neatly kept, and 
the solar heater does not stand out as 
an inventor's contraption. It almost 
looks as if it belongs there. 

One maple tree casts a shadow on 
the heater for a brief time in the early 
morning, but Mr. and Mrs. Ramsdell 
decided not to cut it down. In fact. the 
collector was located ten feet from 
where the pipes enter the house, to 
avoid the shadow of that tree. 


Ramsdell is now working to refine 
his system. Instead of the wood 
frame storm windows he now has, he 
‘hopes to find some aluminum framed 
windows, with a frame that will cast 
less of a shadow 

In building his heat collector 
Ramsdell tested the entire unit with a 
garden hose before connecting it to his 
household system. His valve system 
is color coded and instructions for the 
system are posted for other members 
of the household 

Ramsdell researched his project 
quite thoroughly before building. He 
traveled to the western part of the 
state to see a unit in operation, and 
now offers his unit as an exhibition 
model for those wanting to build their 
‘own

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Ask the Umpire 


Should Little League 
umpires see fine line?

Sports Editors mote: In this week's Ask the Umpire 
session - Magee talks about the Little League umpires’ 
role im calling a game that has become a national pas- 
sion with children amd adults alike - Little League 
baseball

Magee is 2 veteran high school baseball umpire who 
has seen daty im the Merrimack Valley Conference 
Greater Bestes, Dual County, Eastern Mass,, Stan 
Musial. Legion amd Northeast Leagues. 

Question 1. Should Little League umpires call a 
“tight” game - im ether words should they let some in 
fractions go because tie youngsters aren't familiar 
with all the rales. Or should the umpire call those 
plays im order to teach the kids the finer points of the 
game. Which methed would you advise and why? 

1, Little Leagwe umpires. in fact umpires on every 
level. should always be correct in their calls. This 
may be wrshfal thinking. but by that I mean the 
strike call. fiar foal. safe out or the so-called judge- 
ment calls showld be made by the umpire using his best 
judgement Concessions that influence an umpire’s 
ruling such as one saded score. smaller player, give 
them a break. etc do not help the kids. The umpires 
credibility. the players’ faith in the game, and a non. 
partial attitede are all destroyed by an obviously 
wrong call 

1 do belbeve that technicalities or the lesser impor- 
tant phases of the game probably should not be called. 
This is difficelt to generalize as naturally once this 
statement 1 made it must be defined as to what exact- 
ly is a techmcality Why not let the kids play the 
game” We have all seen discussions between the 
managers and empures that take playing time and the

importance of the game from the kids - 
possibly over a mundane point that no one thoroughly 
understands anyway 

Question 2. What is the high school rule concerning 
bench jockeying? In a Wilmington High Eastern 
Mass. Tournament game the umpire warned the Wild- 
cats to refrain from yelling at the other team - calling 
their tactics “poor sportsmanship.” He said they 
could only encourage members of their own team. Yet 
all year long Wilmington used this tactic of getting on 
the other team in the MVC. Why was it allowed in the 
MVC and not in tourney play? 

2. Bench jockeying - rule 406 a) states ‘No manager, 
player, substitute, coach, trainer or batboy shall at 
any time, whether from the bench, the coach's box or 
on the playing field, or elsewhere, use language which 
will in any manner refer to or reflect upon opposing 
Players, an umpire, or any spectator."" 

The umpire is obviously responsible for maintaining 
discipline and order on the playing field during, the 
game and has the authority to disqualify any player, 
coach, manager, or substitute for unsportsmanlike 
conduct or language 

The type of language allowed and unsportsmanlike 
conduct naturally becomes a matter of judgement by 
the umpire. All good umpires will use, in their judge- 
ment, a feel for the pulse of the game. If the bench 
jockeying is being done in reasonably good taste and is 
creating no additional problems - no action will be 
taken. If it is getting “nasty” and could lead to 
reciprosity and create a potential fist fight situation 
then action by the umpire must be taken. Tournament 
play is normally a tense competitive period when um- 
pires will, perhaps react earlier to control a situation 
before it gets out of control. 

The umpire is the last person on the field who wants 
a coach or ballplayer ejected from the game. It is 
better to attempt to control a situation before a player, 
or coach gets himself ejected
